OO attending a dance be­ 
came panic-stricken and stampeded 
down a narrow stairway 
Fifteen 
are known to ha^ve been critically in­ 
jured. 
Ten homes were burned be­ 
yond recognition and identification 
was possible only through remnants 
of clothing and jewelry. 
Twenty-six of the dead have been 
identified. 
Several mothers who were chaperon­ 
ing their daughters saved twenty 
babies in a nursery room of the dance 
hall, but themselves perished, accord- 
ing to one report. While those attend­ 
ing the dance were fighting in panic 
to reach the one exit, a narrow stair­ 
way to the side street, and relatives 
and friends in the street were strag­ 
gling to get up tile stairway to res- 
cue member* of the trapped crowd, 
I mothers seized their babies and hurl­ 
ed them ovef the heads of the surg­ 
ing men, women and children into the 
arms of men below. 
The fire originated in the rear of 
Martin’s grocery store, in one corner 
of the lower floor of the De Ville 
building, when an oil stove exploded. 
While a packed moving picture thea­ 
ter was running in the same build­ 
ing a cool-headed leader induced the 
crowd to depart in an' orderly man. 
ner. 
None of these was injured. 
The flames spread so rapidly tile 
entire lower floor of the building was 
ablaze liefore the dancers were warn­ 
ed. 
Three hundred persons in the 
dance hall, which occupied the entire 
second story of the building, were 
!-tricken with panic and rushed pell­ 
mell to the only door which led to 
the stairway. 
The younger and

trampled by the screaming, fighting 
crowd. 
In the fight on the stairway 
those who came from the street drag­ 
ged down many who were fleeing 
from the hall after climbing over 
others.

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PLANT IMPROVED SEED. 
The m atter of procuring good cot­ 
ton seed for planting purpose? is one 
that will claim the attention of Braz­ 
os county farmers within a very few 
months. 
A very large portion of the 
cotton seed in this county was dam­ 
aged either by the continued rains or 
by the boll weevils and other insects, 
which render them extremely faulty 
and unfit for planting. 
It is there­ 
fore necessary for the farm ers to 
procure well matured seed by the time 
the planting season roll* around, for 
it is a useless undertaking to attem pt 
to grow cotton from faulty seed. 
Also a movement should be launch­ 
ed in this connection to provide an 
improved 
planting 
seed, 
inasmuch 
as seed must be imported. There are 
varieties of cotton a d which yield 
a uniform and long staple that makes 
the lint cotton much more valuable, 
which may be grown just as well in 
Brazos county as any other variety.
